< l east (1. liffth boats, with every .stitch of 
eai.vas set, smashed into the sea, heel- 
in;., down in puffs and under pressure of 
üMuisands of yards of canvass until their 
1( e rails were awash with the foaming 
I trine. 
Their crews, piled up to the 
w( jther, were repeatedly deluged with 
. liowers of spray sent aloft by the spark- 
iike hows. 
The Reliance gained slowly 
imi surely. Increasing the width of the 
.>it<!eli t)f water between her and the 
( If!li. iiKer. The yachts turned the second 
mark at a tcrrilic pace. 
The Rtillance 
hni! saih'd the leg of ten miles In fifty- 
' ix niiiiutes and twenty seconds. The last 
U‘íí was also covered at roaring speed. 
'I'h< Reliance was still increa.s'ing her lc{»d. 
'i'!;*- i;uiil<- lMt.it, sent ahead to show the 
enurse, was loo slow, although everything 
aboard her was wide open, and the Rc- 
liauee jtassod her before the line was 
reached. 


All o<i-an-goinq^ tups and many of the 
steam yacht.s wore left astern in the mad 
race. 
.Just before the finish the wind 
died d*»wn, but the Reliance went across 
the line in ample time to win, having 
coviivd the ten miles in lifty-seven min> 
utes and forty sccondt. 


THE RACE. 


Wlieji tho yachts reached the starting 
line shortly after 10 o’clock the wind was 
lilowinf? about four knot.s. 
The course 
was a triangular one, ten miles to a 
leti—first leg .south, second northeast, east 
by east, half east; third. northwe.st by 
west, half west. Before the starting gim 
was lired the wind began ri.sing. In the 
preliminary jockeying the Reliance got 
a windward position.blanketing the Sham­ 
rock, and clung to It through * various 
maneuvers until the warning gun was 
II rod, when Wringe got clear of the Re­ 
liance. 
At the sound of the gun the 
Shamrock bore off to leeward and away 
from the Reliance. Barr crossed the line 
thirty-six ..seconds behind the gun. The 
Shamrock kept aw'ay*from the line almost 
until the handicap, when it tacked and 
crossed it handicapped by nineteen sec- 
c<>nds, for wiiich no allowance was made 
lo her. ’rhe nineteen seconds were a dead 
lo.ss. 


Oiuo fairly away Captain Wring« re­ 
sumed his tactics of the previous rac«, 
save his boat a good rap full and sailed 
through tho Reliance’s lee and got un­ 
der her lee bow. while, Barr pinchcd the 
Reliance close into the wind and began 
to cover the distance to the windward 
mark. 
Wringe’s maneuver gave hlyw a 
Held clear of Interfemce and once 
fícd the Reliance could not blanket his 
boat he flattened in his sheets and began' 
to point closer to the wind. lEiarr,'-^w- 
ever, wa.«s nur.sing the Reliance u p /to 
windward. Half an hour after'ihevafart 


»the gap Wtweeh the two boats widened 
materially. 
The Reliance was pointing 
higher and Shamrock was footing Castor, 
They were half a jnile apart when they 
tacked off and each at 11:42. The Reli­ 
ance was first to go about. When both 
yachts were fllled away it was clear thé 
Reliance wa.s gaining. 
The Shamrock 
wa» far astern and very little to wind­ 
ward of the Reliance’s course. The wind 
was now blowing seven knots. 
Carry­ 
ing a hard full the Shamrock was heeling 
prettily, moving through at a fast clip 
and making considerably more fusa under 
her bows than the American boat, liarr 
was pinching the Reliance Into the wind 
until her littlë baby jib topsail fluttered. 
The race was being fought out on the 
same lines as the previous one. The Re­ 
liance sought to make her gain by out- 
jiointing the British boat, while the lat­ 
ter endeavored to make up what she lost 
in pointing by footing faster with a rap 
full. At noon the wind had increased to 
ten knots and both yacht» were in a 
straight course t^ the turning mark, not 
more than two miles distant 
They were 
heeling hard and dragging their lee ralla 
through a lather of surf and sencling it 
spurting « from under their bows in a 
fashion that indicated they were making 
at least twelve kn6ts. 


Though the Reliance had a lead of three 
minutes and fiftcefi seconds she still 
lacked six sccnds of making up the time 
allowance 
and 
the 
difference of one 
minute and twenty-four seconds at the 
start. OITfflclally tho Shamrock was still 
six seconds ahead 
the ^Yankee boat,^ 
but it was evident the latter had .won the 
race, barring accidents. In a breeze vary­ 
ing from four to ten knots she had made 
good ^thfì allowance in the ten mile thresh 
to windward and there was every reason 
lo iKîIleve that In reaching and running 
fihe would quickly overcome that official 
.six seconds. 
Both captains broke out 
balloon jl|> topsails when they squared 
away for thè .second turn. The wind was 
so far aft that they quickly decided that 
instead of being a broad reach, as in­ 
tended, the course to turn was a run. 
Spinnaker booms were guyed out and the 
great sails added to the tall reaches of 
canvas. 
Thestysalls ivere taken In and 
with spinnkare booms guyed well forward 
the yachts ran away for the turn. The 
boats were heading off the courst a bit 
and they ran that way for half an hour, 
when the Reliance smothered her spin­ 
naker and began to set her staysail. Dur­ 
ing the run she did not appear to have 
gained an inch, but immediately after 
taking her true course she began to draw 
away. ^Ten minutes after the Reliance 
the Shamrock also took in her spinnaker, 
set her staysail and headed for the mark. 
They made a second turn: Reliance 1:17:50; 
Shamrock. 1:21:45. 
The Reliance gained 
forty seconds In the' run across from 
the first to second mark. She had over­ 
come the time alolwance, made good the 
diflTerences at the start and established 
a margin to her credit of- forty-four 
seconds. 


The Reliance whirled about the mark, 
gibed over, trimmed in her sheets and 
romiied atway on a close reach toward 
the Sandy Hook lightship and the finish 
line. 
She was three-quarters of a mile 
away before the Shamrock rounded the 
mark. Both yachts were heeling before 
a twelve-knkot wind and were .sailing at 
least a mile an hour faster than the wind 
was blowing. 
The »Reliance was heeled 
just enough to bring here overhangs to 
bear and give her the'beneflt of her great 
sailing lenght. A mile from the lightship 
the Reliance had gained so much upon* 
the guide vessel coastwise that the latter 
.sheeted off and gave^the Reliance a clear 
course to the finish. As the wind soften­ 
ed the Reliance first set the baby Jib top­ 
sail, which the Shamrock had been car­ 
rying since turning the second mark, and 
then exchanged it for the big reaching 
Jib. the Shamrock promptly following suit. 
When the Reliance was a quarter of a ’ 
mile from the finish the wind died away 
considerably, but the Shamrock came 
booming along carrjrlng a splendid breexe 
and fast overhauling the leader. 


It looked as though the British boat 
was going to get within her time limit, 
but the finl.sh line was too close, and the 
Reliance skipped across It with one min- ! 
ute and niné' seconds to spare. 
The 
Shamrock finished in a softening wind 
and both boats were taken in tow to 
Sanda7 ook. The official time:

Oyster r: Bay. Aug. 25.—Secretary Root, 
under date of Aug. 19, presented his res­ 
ignation lo the president. The résigna­ 
tion was accepted by thè pre.sldent with 
the underatanding R<K»t continue secre­ 
tary of war at least until Jan. 1. Gen. 
Wm. H. Taft, of the Philippines, will suc- 
cecd Root. 


The president to day authorized the fol­ 
lowing statement: 
The president some 
months ago tendered the secretary-shlp 
of war to Judge Taft and at that time It 
was arranged he would pucceed Secretary 
Root. Root will go out some time in Jan­ 
uary and Taft will assume the duties of­ 
ficially shortly afterward. The president 
also authorized publication of correspond­ 
ence between him and Secretary Root 
concerning the latter's resignation. 


In replying to Root’s letter of resigna­ 
tion the president calls attfcntion to the 
work done by the .secretary during the 
past four years, with especial reference 
to reorganization of the army and highly 
compliments ^ o o t on the action taktm by 
congress on the recommendation.^ made 
by Root as to .said reorganization. 


TAFT’S SUCCESSOR. 


Oen. Luke E .‘ Wright, of Memphis, 
Tenn., will succeed Judge Taft as govern­ 
or general of the Philippines wlien the 
latter Ijecomes secretary of war next 
January, in succession to Elihit Root.. 


President Roosevelt this evening author­ 
ized the A.»?soclatcd Press to make the 
announcement the post had been offered 
Wright and that he had accepted. Wright 
Is now a membèr of the J^hilippine com­ 
mission .'»nd vice governor of the i.slands. 
He Is a lifelong Democrat. 
Roo.scveIt 
.spoke in terms of high praise of W right’s 
ability and fitne.ss for the position of 
governor general. 
He entertains sincere 
regard for him both personally and of- 
iicially. The president and Secretary Root 
both regard Wright as am na of proved 
executive ability, his services^ as member 
of the Philippine commi.ssion havln.i? been 
of a distinguished cSiaracter. 
During 
Taft’s extended sojourn In this country 
Wright was acting ^governor general and 
his conduct of the office was a source of 
congratulation 
to 
the 
administration. 
Wright is popular, not only with Ameri­ 
cans in the Philippines, but also with 
Filipinos, who hold him only .second in 
their admiration to Taft. 


ANSWERS HILL.

Y., Aug. S.—Governor 
Odell addrc.ssed the Pioneers’ association 
of Ilvlngston coimty to day. The governor 
after speiaking of the pre.sent general in­ 
dustry turned his attention to that part 
of ormer Governor Hill’s address last 
week at Ollcott beach. In which Hill re­ 
ferred to “spectacularism." “Those who 
seek only personal ambition and political 
advancement,” said Odell, “are too often 
le<l to public utterance which to be dis­ 
cordant breed content, that through the 
misery of others they may further theii 
own selfish desires. That man, therefore, 
whose unrequited political ambition has

Peoria. Aug. 25.—A severe rain and 
electrical storm pa.ssed over Marseilles, 
this county, at 7 o’clock this morning 
doing consldemble damage. A number of 
l>eo|>le wore congregated tin the porch of a 
hot«*l when a bolt of lightning struck a 
tree directly in ftont, Instantly Icilling Geo 
Hance and Injuring several others, three 
severely. 


A CLOUDBURST. 


Marysville, Kans., Aug. 25.—A cloudbur.st 
here early to day "caused the Big Blue 
river to rise sixteen feet in seven bourse, 
filling the b«>ttoms with water from three 
to five feet deep and flooding fifty houses. 
People in the bottoms took refuge In the 
trees and on house tops. Seventy-flve were 
rescued In boats. As far as known no 
lives were lost. 


To night the river Is falling. The towfn 
of VIells Is five feet under water. 
All 
stores and twenty-five residences arc un 
der water. At Seneca four and three-quar- 
ters inches of water fell. Many fields of 
corn were Inundated. The Grand Island 
railway bridge at Beattie wa.«» washed 
out and^5everal miles of track and a half 
dozen culverts are gone*. Frederick Iver­ 
son, of Baileyvtlle, was drowned near 
that town, going ddwn with a bridge over 
a .swollen stream;

ZIONIST CONGRESS. 


Basel, Switzerland, Aug. 25.—At to day’s 
session of the Zionists’ congress Dr. librzl, 
president, submitted to the delegates a 
letter which he had received from the 
Ru.sslan minister of the Interior, Yon 
Poleswe,- apparently pledging the sup}H>rt 
of the Rusìiflan government, to Zionists in 
their movement to establish an independ­ 
ent state in Palestine 
The minl.ster in 
the letter referred to said his govern­ 
ment was quite favorablë to the original 
program of the ^onists^ which pan rely on 
its moral and material support when its 
practicia .measures tend to decrea.se the' 
Jewish population of Russia. Such sup­ 
port might take the form of support'ng the 
Zionists’ demand on the Ottoman gov­ 
ernment and helping Jewi.sh emigration 
societies by co-operating with Jews who 
are contributing to the necessities of their 
societies.

heap of ruins. Women and children art; 
homeless, expo.sed to the weather and 
famine. The town is rendered uninhabita­ 
ble by the odor of corpses, which are 
being gnawed by dogs and pigs. Turklnsh 
aiithoritics refusing to allow them to be 
removed under pretext an incpiest will be 
held. 


Krushevo contained 2,000 houses and 10,- 
OOO inhabitants, mostly Vlaches. calling 
themselves Greeks. There were only 100 
poor Bulgarian houses. The Vlaches are 
merchants who travel abroad on business, 
leaving their families in Krushevo. After 
making fortunes a!>road they return to 
Krushevo, where they own fine houses, 
furniture of jewels. The acedonian com­ 
mittee. In concert with Bulgarian lNin<Is, 
had been completing arrangements during 
.several months with the view to occupy­ 
ing the town. Appeals of the Inhabitants 
for protection wore unheeded. 
Aug. 2, 
tho day fixed for the Bulgarian attack 
O.T Krushevo, a number of Komftajis. se­ 
creting thcm.solves In a church, .sounded 
the alarm by ringing church bells. Simul­ 
taneously a band of .W) insurgents entered 
the town. di.scharglng their rlfies. 
The 
band first burned the residence of the 
mudulr and mas.sacred the garrison of 
Turkish soldiers and officers of .the town. 
The fololwing morning the Komltajis es­ 
tablished a provincial govemincnt. They 
killed ten Christians, who they believed 
had betrayed their plans of attack. Nota­ 
bles of the town were forced to contri­ 
bute 5150,000 to the revolutionary fund. 
Turks were informed of th^ capture of 
the town and sent three squadrons of 
cavalry, which were attacke^l onroute 
and compelled to retire with the loss of 
100 killed. 
Aug. 13 Turks concentrated 
.seven battalions and.one battery on Krus- 
hovo. They offered to allow women and 
children to leave, but the komltajis de­ 
clined the propo.sal and bombardment be­ 
gan. 
The komltajis quickly abandoned 
the, town and escaped to neighboring forts 
where pursuit was impossible. 


The Turks entered the tow'n, attacked 
the houses of. Greek notable and ordertl 
the inmate n searched and stripped. They 
seized money and jewwels and ravished 
women thsse who resisted being killed. 
A Greek priest who sought to protect his 
daughter was killed. The girl’s earrings 
were torn out and her hand chopped off 
to scucre a bracelet. When ,the housefe 
had been pillaged Turkish pea^nts loaded 
their horses with whatever the soldiers 
left .and the residences were bumd. 'The 
sack of Krushevo lasted three days, dur- 
mg which time women and children re­ 
mained without food and shelter and at 
the mercy of soldiers and Bashl Bazouks.
